Down in 
my heart I believe that sneh a principle 
underlie* the prevent quevtion.

Aeneas Munn* has wrilteB a big 
book about locusts—”Th® Lurust and Ita 
Suppression." Dr. Munro hs* hsd oppor- 
tnnltb-s ®f ssodylr.g tbe both In fkmsh 
America and In fi-sith Africa, and he sr«s 
forth at great length the life, history, 
habit* and essential rtaara«*terta«lcs of the 
Insect, and examines various suctestbms 
-that have been made for Its destruction, 
ns well ns advances some suggestion* of ■ 
bis own to the same end. 

In noticing the habits of locusts. Dr. , 
Munro tms something to say about their 
flight. There seems to be no stated time ] 
for their appearance in say particular lo- j 
callty The height from the ground at ] 
which they fly varies. They travel In ' 
general at a height of from 40 to 4ho feet 
«t more, and under certnl.i circumstances 
as high aa two mllvs. finmetlmes. fty the 
aid of a glass or telescope, they may he 
observed In myriads high up where th® 
unaided eye cannot detect them. There 
passed over Johannesburg oo November 
13th. ltftW. a large swarm high up In the 
atmosphere, and there was no evidence In 
the town by the unaided eye of thefr pas¬ 
sage. The speed at which they move la 
flight varies also, fiometlmet they can be 
seen going at the rate of twelve miles an 
hour, at other times they go very slowly. 

At times locusts proceed along the 
ground, and rmtniMr so “army on tha 
march." Then they d*.’■enormous damage, 
eating everything edible In their path:
